In  the  second  week,  the  fun  began.  We  were  given  an  armful  of  books  and  meas¬ 
ured  for  uniforms  and  sweaters. 

We  were  told  to  study  two  hours  a  night,  and,  if  we  Were  good,  we  could  see  a 
movie  once  in  a  while.  Believe  it  or  not,  but  we  did. 

Those  first  "after  hours"  visits  with  the  older  students  with  their  tales,  left  us  hor¬ 
rified,  and  Mrs.  Dondley’s  much  feared  footsteps  are  things  we  will  never  forget.  Oh, 
yes,  I  can’t  leave  out  the  good  smell  of  popcorn  during  study  hour  and  our  getting 
caught  every  time  we  went  to  the  water  fountain  (caught  by  the  "Old  Boogie  Man" 
herself).  Yes,  the  life  of  a  "probie"  is  a  wearisome  road.  You  never  know  but  what 
tomorrow's  test  may  be  your  last. 

That  first  Holly  Ball  at  the  Greenbrier  Hotel  at  White  Sulphur  Springs  and  also  our 
first  formal  here  was  the  highlight  of  three  months  of  hard  labor,  but  it  was  worth  it. 
Then  came  basketball  and  Glee  Club  which  were  good  diversions  from  our  studies. 

Then  came  that  wonderful  and  long  awaited  day  on  March  18,  when  twenty-four 
hopeful  girls  received  their  caps.  Now  we  were  full-fledged  students  but  classes  still 
didn't  end.  The  first  of  June,  classes  did  end  and  vacations  and  affiliations  began.  It 
was  a  sad  day  when  the  first  six  left  for  Spring  Grove  State  Hospital  in  Maryland.  The 
time  seemed  to  fly  by  as  we  entered  our  Junior  year. 

You  would  think  at  this  point  history  would  take  a  rest,  but  for  us  it  was  just  the 
beginning.  It  was  in  November  of  that  year  that  we  became  the  first  class  to  wear  the 
"Junior  Stripes."  Then  in  February  1957  we  sent  twelve  "guinea  pigs"  to  "The  Medi¬ 
cal  College  of  Virginia"  in  Richmond  to  get  their  basic  knowledge  in  obstetrics  and  pe¬ 
diatrics. 


Then  came  September  of  1957  when  we  donned  our  black  bands  and  became  dig¬ 
nified  Seniors.  We  felt  as  if  we  were  getting  somewhere  at  last. 

In  December  of  1957  came  the  long  awaited  Holly  Ball  again.  Connie  Houchins 
was  crowned  queen  and  we  really  had  a  grand  time. 

At  last  came  March  when  the  last  group  returned  from  Richmond  and  the  class  was 
together  again.  We  will  never  forget  our  little  class  reunion  on  the  Sunday  night  after 
they  came  back. 

We  started  classes  but  this  time  we  only  had  two  courses  left  besides  those  terrible 
comprehensives. 

And  now  we  close  this  chapter  of  our  ever  growing  book  of  knowledge  and  exper¬ 
iences.  Some  have  already  married  and  some  plan  to  further  their  education.  In  what¬ 
ever  you  do,  we  wish  you  the  best  of  luck  and  a  world  of  happiness.  We  hope  that  the 
history  of  our  class  will  not  end  here  but  will  continue  on  through  the  coming  years. 

With  this  history,  we  leave  but  a  few  of  our  many  memories  but  we  hope  this  will 
serve  the  purpose  of  reminding  you  of  us  and  our  many  thanks.

THE  GLADYS  INN 


The  Story  of  Our  Hospital 


In  1897  a  committee  from  the  employees  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  met 
with  Mr.  George  W.  Stevens,  who  at  that  time  was  General  Manager  of  the  Railway 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  mutual  hospital  association.  Its  effort  was  pri¬ 
marily  directed  towards  taking  care  of  catastrophic  injuries  and  illnesses.  There  is 
reason  to  believe  that  Mr.  Stevens  was  one  of  the  early  initiators  of  this  idea. 

Clifton  Forge,  due  to  its  geographical  location  as  it  related  to  the  Railway  Company, 
was  selected  as  a  location  for  the  first  hospital  of  this  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway 
Employees’  Hospital  Association  movement.  The  old  "Gladys  Inn"  Hotel  was  located  on 
the  present  site  and  this  old  hotel  was  turned  over  to  the  employees  for  operation  as  a 
hospital.  This  renovated  building  was  put  into  hospital  operation  on  December  1,  1897, 
with  a  bed  capacity  for  about  fifty  patients. 


The  professional  staff  consisted  of  one  surgeon,  Dr.  J.  C,  Wysor,  who  was  the  father 
of  Dr,  Frank  Wysor  of  the  hospital’s  present  staff.  The  Superintendent  of  Nurses  was  Miss 
M.  H.  Richardson.  Later  she  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Woodyard,  Mrs.  Mary  Berryman 
and  Mrs.  Fushia  Marshbank.  One  house  doctor  and  five  nurses  were  employed.  Dr, 

Charles  Brock  was  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  railroad.  In  1914  Dr.  W.  T.  Oppenhimer  succeeded 
Dr.  Brock  as  Chief  Surgeon.  The  Clifton  Forge  hospital  had  become  a  very  busy  institution 
and  the  old  "Gladys  Inn"  structure  was  not  adequate  for  its  needs.  Through  the  influence 
of  Mr.  George  Stevens,  who  was  then  president  of  the  railroad,  the  old  "Gladys  Inn"  was 
demolished  and  a  new  modern  hospital  constructed.  The  new  facility  was  opened  with 
appropriate  ceremonies  on  April  2,  1917.  It  was  well  equipped  and  adequate  for  its  day. 

Dr.  B,  B.  Wheeler  was  appointed  Surgeon  in  Charge.  Dr.  Wheeler  had  associated  with 
him.  Dr.  E.  D.  Wells,  Otolaryngologist,  and  Dr.  J,  N,  Williams  in  the  Department  of 
Roentgenology  and  Supervisor  of  Laboratories. 

The  School  of  Nursing  was  organized  in  1916  with  Miss  E.  W,  Bauer  as  Superintendent. 

In  September,  1920,  Dr.  J,  M,  Emmett  succeeded  Dr.  Wheeler  as  Surgeon  in 
Charge  of  the  hospital  in  Clifton  Forge.  Dr.  Emmett  has  continued  in  this  position  since 
his  initial  appointment.  In  1919  there  were  three  nurses  graduated  from  the  School  of 
Nursing.  Dr.  G,  S.  Hartley  had  been  appointed  by  Dr,  Wheeler  as  internist  and  he  con¬ 
tinued  on  with  the  hospital's  operation. 

Miss  Maude  Dauherty  became  Superintendent  of  the  hospital  and  Superintendent  of 
Nurses  in  1925.  Miss  Dauherty  resigned  in  1932  and  she  was  replaced  by  Miss  Pearl  Pope. 

In  the  year  1934,  the  School  of  Nursing  was  discontinued  because  it  was  felt  that  there 
was  a  superfluous  number  of  nurses  being  graduated  and  a  demand  for  their  services  did 
not  appear  to  exist. 

On  May  12,  1936,  a  further  addition  was  made  to  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Hos¬ 
pital  by  the  creation  of  the  west  wing,  giving  the  hospital  fifty  additional  beds.  The 
primary  building  was  renovated  and  redecorated.  Further  modern  facilities  for  the  care 
of  patients  were  installed. 

In  1937  the  school  of  Nursing  was  re-opened  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Pearl  Pope 
as  Superintendent,  In  1914  a  new  and  modern  nurses*  home  was  constructed.  This 
nurses  home  had  a  capacity  for  the  care  of  about  seventy-five  individuals.  In  the  same 
year  Miss  Clyde  Cox  succeeded  Miss  Pope  as  Superintendent  of  Nurses  and  Miss  Louise 
Reynolds  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital.  In  1943  Miss  Cox  resigned  to 
enter  the  armed  forces  and  she  was  succeeded  as  Superintendent  of  Nurses  by  Miss  Ger¬ 
trude  Thompson.  In  1944  Miss  Thompson  resigned  to  enter  the  armed  forces  and  her 
successor  was  Miss  Anna  Wood.  About  this  time  the  dual  positions  of  Hospital  Superintend¬ 
ent  and  Superintendent  of  Nurses  were  combined.  Miss  Louise  Reynolds  being  appointed 
to  take  over  the  two  responsibilities.  Miss  Kyle  Carson  became  Nursing  Instructor  in  1945. 
Miss  Carson  resigned  because  of  ill  health.  Miss  Grace  M.  Ricks  was  then  made  Associate 


Director  of  Nurses  and  assumed  directly  the  responsibilites  of  the  School  of  Nursing. 

With  the  growth  of  the  school  other  faculty  members  have  been  added.  The  present 
members  of  the  School  of  Nursing  faculty  include:  Mrs.  Peggy  L.  Ellis,  Nursing  Arts 
Instructor;  Miss  Emma  E.  Garland,  Clinical  Instructor,  Medical  and  Surgical  Nursing; 
Mrs.  Cassie  S,  Black,  Surgical  Supervisor;  Miss  Louise  Workman,  Medical  Supervisor; 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Clark,  Assistant  Nursing  Arts  Instructor;  Miss  Zella  Pitzer,  Operating  Room 
Supervisor;  Mrs.  Lydia  Woods,  Evening  Supervisor;  and  Miss  Eva  Bnssard,  Night  Super¬ 
visor, 

In  the  early  part  of  1954,  the  Railway  Company  appropriated  funds  aggregating 
about  one  million  dollars  for  the  construction  of  a  new  wing  to  the  hospital.  This 
new  wing,  with  its  additional  facilities,  was  planned  to  take  care  of  seventy-five  ad¬ 
ditional  patients,  giving  the  hospital  an  aggregate  bed  space  for  225  patients.  This 
appropriation  was  supported  by  Mr.  Walter  Tuohy,  President  of  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Railway.  The  appropriation  included  funds  for  a  complete  renovation  of  the  old 
building  and  added  facilities  to  bring  the  hospital  up  to  a  completely  modern  plant. 

This  new  wing  was  opened  on  May  12,  1955,  with  a  dedication  address  by  Mr.  Walter 
Tuohy.

The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Hospital  is  approved  by  the  Virginia  Hospital  Association 
and  the  Joint  Commission  for  the  Accreditation  of  Hospitals.  In  1957  the  hospital  ad¬ 
mitted  7,  843  patients  and  treated  17,  985  out-patients.
